
SGA nets record $4100 


Gross concert a sellout

Over $4000 profit was made 
by SGA on the Henry Gross 
concert and people had to be 
turned back to the gate 
because there was not enough 
room for everyone who wished 
to see the concert 
"We had to turn away at least 
300 people at the door. 
Stoddard said He said this 
was regrettable but had to be 
done for safety reasons 

Stoddard said $4100 was 
made on the Henry Gross 
concert alone 

"As far as I know, it’s the 
most money made ever at a 
concert at UTM,” Stoddard 
commented He said there had 
been sellout concerts before at 
UTM (the last one being in 
1971), but they had hot made 
as much as the Gross concert 
Stoddard said he thought the 
student reaction to Gross was 
"fantastic ." He attributed the 
success tof the concert to a 
number of factors Some of 
these were that West Ten 
nessee is Henry Gross’ hottest 
selling area; he had a song 
"Shannon" in the Top 40. and 
ticket prices for the concert 


tickets were sold for the Henry 
Gross show, and 11 f>C tickets 
were sold off campus Tickets 
were also sold at the 
University Center and at the 
door the day of the show and 
approximately 600 tickets 
were sold then to students and 
non students for a total of 3596 
tickets sold 

Ted Council, assistant 
director of Safety and Security 
said arrests of non UTM 
students were made at both 
concerts 

Council said four people were 
picked up at the Ozark 
Mountain Daredevils concert 
two of whom were charged 

"Oneof them was charged on 


possession of marijuana 
possession of a deadly weapon 
a five and one half inch 
bladed knife*, possession of 
untaxed alcohol, and con 
cealing a deadly weapon 
Council said The other 
person was charged with sale 
of marijuana, possession of 
marijuana i over two lids 
possession of a deadly 
weapon(a 25 calibre 
automatic pistol*. and 
possession of legend drugs 
Council said the first student 
was a senior at Union City 
High School and his case had 
been settled in General 
Sessions Court He receiver! 
a six months suspended 


sentence, plus fines on each 
charge 

The other person arrester! 
was not a UTM student and 
was from Huntingdon. Council 
said He said his case went 
before the (.rand Jury this 
week and should go to trial 
next week 

Four persons were also 
picked up at the Henry Gross 
concert 

We picked up two juveniles, 
one for possession and one for 
possession of marijuana and 
legend drugs," Council said 
He said the juveniles will go 
to court today 

Council said a boy and a 
girl from Humboldt, were 


charged with possession of 
illegal whiskey 

"They have also been 
charged with possession of 
marijuana for resale, 
possessing over 10 lids of 
marijuana." Council said 
"This is the largest amount 
we've discovered from any 
one individual on campus 
Council said plainclothes 
officers worked both concerts 
and this process will be 
continued in the future 

"We really haven't con¬ 
centrated on officers working 
in plainclothes before. 
Council said "This is the first 
time we specifically assigned 
plaincothesmen to concerts '

of $6747 SGA received 
$4100 and the rest of the money 
went to sound and lights, the

SGA also made a profit off 
the Ozark Mountain 
Daredevils concert last 
quarter SGA made $947 clear 
profit from the conert

There has been recent 
controversy over the exact 
responsibilities of the 
Resident Assistants and head 
residents of each dormitory as 
opposed to that of Safety and 
Security where the issue of 
alcohol in the dorms is con 
cerned. 

"The no-alcohol policy is a 
trustee s policy to begin 
with," Ted Council, assistant 
director of Safety and 
Security, said "This applies 
to the entire University and 
the Safety and Security of 
ficers are University em 
ployees. One of our main 
functions is to enforce 
regulations made by others 

"As the old saying goes, we 
don’t make regulations, we 
enforce them." he continued 


Council said, however, that 
it was not the function of the 
Safety and Security to patrol 
inside the dorms He said they 
do this only if they are called 
to do so to answer a complaint 
It is by mutual agreement that 
the RA’s are responsible for 
keeping alcohol out of the 
dorms Safety and Security 
will only patrol areas outside 
the dorms 

"I believe this is what the 
students would prefer," he 
said ‘‘It would stir up com 
motions if uniformed officers 
were seen patroling the dorm 
halls nightly 

As far as the actual en 
forcement of alcohol in the 
dorms, Council stated that the 
RA’s and head residents are 
also university employees, 
thus, they must go by the 
same Board of Trustee 


policies as does Safety and 
Security. He said it is up to 
them to enforce the policy 
however they wish to do so 
because it is a matter of using 
their own discretion. 

"The RA’s, I’m sure, know 
this is part of their job 
orientation, that there really 
is a type of separation of 
power here, he stressed "I 
certainly cannot say that the 
RA's are not doing a good job 
for they could be doing as they 
are instructed ’ 

“Our RA’s and head 
residents are not instructed to 
spy, search, or snoop on the 
residents," George Freeman, 
director of housing, said. "If 
there are reported incidences 
of certain types of abuse such 
as the case with alcohol, then 
we will investigate it 
However, the main point here 


Survey of commuter lot 
shows some staff parking

A recent Pacer survey 
revealed that an average of 12 
staff cars were parked in a 
commuter lot during its 
busiest afternoon hours. 
Safety and Security officials, 
however, maintain that this 
parking is legal 
The lot surveyed was the 
commuter parking lot located 
east of the University Center 
A total of the three-day survey 
showed an average of 12 staff 
cars were parked in the lot 
while there were an average 
of 25 empty spaces in the staff 
lot 50 yards away The count 
was taken during the peak 
afternoon hours of 1 or 2 
"Staff members can park in 
any legal parking lot, they are 
not restricted to staff parking 
lots," Ted Council, assistant 
director of Safety and 
Security, explained "The 
parking authority never felt it 
was necessary to restrict 
them to staff lots " 

Steve Cox. SGA president, 
said that he felt that the 
present situation was unfair to 
commuting students 
"The fact that the staff is 
allowed to park anywhere is 
unfair and unjust, especially 
to our commuting students 
who are often faced with the 
burdens of the problem of 
finding a parking space during 
the peak period of the day," 
Cox said 

Council continued by saying 
that a University survey 
entitled "Analysis of the 
Parking Facilities at the 
University of Tennessee at 
Martin" further explained the 
parking situation 
The survey reported that 
only 87 per cent of the com 
muter and 66 per cent of the 
staff parking lots were utilized 
during the peak period of the 
day The report further adds

campus (in any of the parking 
lots),” Ed Neil White, director 
of Safety and Security, said 
"I don’t see why there should 
be any complaint at all about 
parking because of that fact 

White also said that he 

thought some of the com 
plaints came from those who 
arrived late and wanted to 
park close to the building they 
would be in, so as to be able to 
get to class on time 

"I feel that the leisurely 
walk should be the same for 
the staff as for the students." 
Cox retorted 

"When parking becomes a 
problem we write a memo to 
the department heads to ask 
them to park in their 
designated lots." White 
stated "There may be a 
possible need to assign faculty 
to spots but I don’t see that 
coming soon Only if it 
becomes a problem that we 
can't overcome will that be 
used " 

White also said that the 
planned additions to the 
parking facilities would lessen 
the problems A new 100-car 
staff parking lot near 
Browning Hall will be com 
pleted soon and a planned lot 
to hold 500 cars near the 
Easter Seal Day Care Center 
will be initialed 

The parking and traffic 
authority, a committee set up 
to hear such student com 
plaints, will be meeting on 
Thursday April 22 at 3 p jm 
room 208 in the University 
('enter, according to Donald 
Sexton. Committee chairman 

"We want to make parking 
as convenient to the students 
and faculty as possible." 
Sexton added 1 feel that with 
input from the faculty, 
students, and other University 
personnel, we can come up 
with the best situation "

A Phi O Push collects 
record sum for hospital

Forty -three members of 
UTM’s Alpha Phi Omega 
fraternity collected $29,817 96 
in their annual march from 
Martin to Memphis during 
spring break for St Jude’s 
Childrens Research Hospital 
The wheelbarrow pushers 
took two separate routes from 
Martin to Memphis One 
group of fraternity members 
traveled down U S Highway 
45 connecting with U S High 
way 70 in Milan, which they 
followed to Memphis The 
other route was along Ten 
nessee Highway 22 con 
necting with U S Highway 51 
in Union City and then to 
Memphis Both groups met at 
the hospital entrance for 
ceremonies on March 26 
"It was by far the best year 
we’ve had," Roger Redding, 
chairman of the route down 22 
and 51 said "It was the best 
morale and enthusiasm I’ve 
ever seen " Redding said that 
he had participated in three A 
Phi O pushes 

All meals and lodging for 
the pushers were provided by 
church, civic, and school 
organizations, and private 
businesses along the routes 
Redding said work began 
for this year's Push in 
December He said the beer 
bust held by the A Phi O's at 
the end of last quarter netted 
a little over $600 for the 
hospital, which has over a 50 
per cent cure rate for 
childhood diseases 

He said the reaction from 
the people along the routes 
was fantastic 

Most people see the 
wheelbarrow and they're 
ready to give," Redding 
commented He said that 
those who did not know that 
the wheelbarrow and the walk 
was for St Jude were told 
about the project by the A Phi 
O’s 

Redding also explained his 
emotions upon arriving at St 
Jude and presenting money 
from his route to hospital 
personnel Randall Day. the 
chairman for the other route, 
also presented his money 
"It was the most emotional 
moment I’ve ever had." 
Redding said "That moment 
your aches and pains seemed 
to go away " He said when he 
arrived that he wished the A 
Phi O s could have done more 
Redding said that since the 


A Phi O's reached Memphis 
they have received additional 
money, raising their total to 
over $30,000 That raises their 
overall total in the six years 
they have marched to 
Memphis to over $122,000 
Redding said that the 
hospital actually probably 
made more from the publicity 
it received from the Push than 
it did from the Push itself 
Redding said that a hall in 
the new wing of St Jude 
Hospital will be dedicated to 


the UTM A Phi () chapter and 
he felt this was a great honor 
for the chapter 
Redding thanked the 
faculty, staff, and students of 
the University for their help 
with the Push He also 
thanked Hillary's and Pabst 
for their help in the beer bust 
Gamma Sigma Sigma 
sorority helped the A Phi Os 
w ith pre Push roadblocks and 
many of them walked w'th the 
A Phi Os in Memphis. Redding 
said 


The final day of the seven 
day walk began early Friday 
morning as the routes pushed 
a wheelbarrow down two 
major Memphis streets. 
Summer Avenue and Poplar 
Avenue After presenting 
the two wheelbarrows con 
taining the money collected 
that day to the hospital 
there was a short welcoming 
ceremony bv the hospital 
staff members

yesterday that they had 
received an All American 
rating, the highest rating 
possible for a campus 
newspaper, for their Fall 
(Quarter issues 

To achieve an All American 
rating, a publication must 
receive points only in the First 
('lass range The minimum 
number of points needed for a 
First ('lass rating are 3200. 
The Pacer received 3560 
points In addition to receiving 
points alone in the First ('lass 
range the publication must 
earn at least four of five 
marks of distinction for 
unusually high or especially 
creative work in coverage and 
content, writing and editing, 
editorial leadership, physical 
appearance and 

photography 

"Newspaper and news 
magazine judges are 
college graduates with strong 
journalism backgrounds." 
Jeanne Buckeye, executive 
director of the Associated 
Collegiate Press who rates 
the paper*, stated "Our 
judges evaluate a file of 
newspapers in comparison 
with newspapers from 
schools with approximately 
the same enrollment and 
frequency of publications 

This has to be one of the 
high points that 1 have ex 
perienced in my two years on 
The Pacer, and the entire staff 
is thrilled." Jerald <>gg. editor 
of The Pacer said "To be 


honored by impartial jour¬ 
nalistic professionals is very

SGA's planning and execution of the two 
recent concerts shows that it is indeed possible 
for SGA to book popular and profitable con 
certs, and the student body in general should 
benefit from their efforts 

The “Ozark Mountain Daredevils' concert 
held March 12 was an ideal type of concert to 
have, at least from a financial standpoint 
Backed by a promoter , SGA put up no money 
at all for the concert, making 10 per cent of the 
gross There was no way they could lose money, 
and they in fact netted a profit of near *1000 
The date, set as the night of the last day of 
classes, was another positive step The low 
risk, added to the excellent timing, made the 
concert a fiscally intelligent move 

The Henry Gross concert of last Friday, 
though not the risk-free venture the 
"Daredevils" was, turned out to be an even 
greater bonanza, netting a profit of some M100 
for SGA in the first sell-out concert since 1971 
The performer is evidently a popular one in this 
area, and his new hit single no doubt helped the 
attendance even more The timing, however, 
was probably equally important in its success- 
the first Friday night of the quarter is singular 
in its lack of academic entanglements SGA 
was wise not only to sign Gross, but also to 


work out the Friday night date Too many ol the 
financial fiascos in the past have been on bad 
nights 

With the budget situation as it is now for all of 
higher education, it is imperative that SGA 
manage its money, which is really that of the 
students, as wisely and frugally as possible 
This is not to say that they must recoil into a 
shell of inactivity; rather, they must search for 
high quality, low risk entertainment 

With the *500 profit of the past two concerts in 
the bank, SGA should be able to finish the year 
"in the black," and this is good for two reasons 
one, it now allows them to book a better quality 
spring concert, and two, it allows them 
financial flexibility in the area of student 
services There is no reason that concerts 
cannot continue to be money-makers if handled 
right, and if so SGA should be able to initiate 
several new student programs in other areas 
that heretofore have been deemed too ex 
pensive 

The profits of the concerts are great, and 
SGA should be commended With the sue 
cesses, however, they now will be expected, 
and rightly so, to continue to exercise sound 
financial judgement in future concerts. If they 
do this, the students can do nothing but benefit, 
both in better concerts and more services.

Student thought needed 
to secure future iobs 


There are several conclusions that can be 
drawn from the recent "Career Confusion" 
series, but unfortunately for students, few are 
of a positive nature 

One of the major items that seems to recur in 
most areas of the University is that while a 
college degree is not the guarantee of em¬ 
ployment it once was. it is still a valuable 
commodity in the job market It doesn't mean 
that the student will get a job in his major, 
unfortunately, and this is regrettable With 
unemployment hovering over seven per cent, 
however, the college graduates' rate of under 
three per cent is an improvement The 
flexibility of a college degree is one of its 
strengths 

In most schools, furthermore, it appears 
that those who are willing to move stand the 
best chance of finding employment in their 
field West Tennessee s unemployment rate is 
considerably higher than the national mean, so 
it follows that job opportunities are more 
scarce in the UTM area Students wanting to 
settle in this area should either major in a 
school that has plenty of employment potential 
or else work out something with a employer 
before graduating 

The co-op program also seems to be a more 
feasible alternative for some students It not 
only allows students to make the money to get 
through college on. but also provides the 
practical experience that is becoming more 
and more attractive to employers The student 


with practical experience is many times 
preferable to the student with nothing but a 
classroom background 

One result of the college graduate "boom" 
that will be less than popular with students is 
the emphasis in many markets on the grade 
point average Whereas the mere possession of 
a degree once meant near certain employment, 
employers now are looking to those with the 
highest GPA's Freshmen and sophomores 
should begin new to push themselves toward 
better grades- a 2 0 might get one out of UTM, 
but it probably won't be of much help in job 
competition with students with higher grades 

One undeniable conclusion that is being 
reached by more and more high school seniors 
is that college is not for everyone-- college for 
college’s sake is not that desirable Those 
students who do come to college, however, 
should carefully study the job situation before 
embarking on a four-year program that is 
economically useless 

It is inarguable that college is more than just 
a training ground for employment- it is a 
valuable lesson in training for life itself With 
the economic situation as it is, however, 
students would do well to map carefully their 
educational future, then stick diligently to it, 
pushing for higher grades and blending it with 
as much practical experience as possible A 
UTM degree might not be the passport to

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Veteran progress 
to be viewed this

Class progress will have to 
be kepi this quarter on 
students receiving veterans 
benefits. Henry C Allison, 
dean of admissions and 
records, said 

The Veterans 
Administration wants periodic 
reports of whether the 
veterans are making 
satisfactory progress. Allison 
staled 

"Satisfactory progress does 
not mean he has to be passing 
the course, but he must be 
putting forth an effort," 
Allison stated 

Allison said the requirement 
for the reports was the result 
of a ruling handed down by the 
Veterans Administration at 
the Federal level 
■'The Veterans 
Administration in an initial 
ruling required the University 
to report satisfactory progress 
of a veteran drawing benefits 
and the last day the student 
attended class.'' Allison said 
He stated that the initial, 
ruling had indicated the 
taking of class rolls of 
veterans would be mandatory 
Allison explained that after 
several colleges voiced their 


concerns about the initial 
ruling the Veterans 
Administration said the 
regulations did not require 
institutions to keep class at¬ 
tendance 

The regulations were 
designed to force closer 
monitoring and prompt 
reporting of any changes in 
veterans' enrollment or status 
at institutions they attended 
under the GI Bill 

Allison said that if the 
University did not report the 
unsatisfactory progress of a 
veteran who was receiving 
benefits under the new ruling, 
the institution itself could be 
held libel for his benefits 

The UTM Academic Senate 
supported a plan to monitor 
veteran's progress which was 
proposed by UT Knoxville. 
Allison said 

"Class rolls shall be 
developed to have the name of 
each veteran receiving 
benefits to be identified with a 
symbol of V', Knoxville's 
rules state "Instructors will 
be given instructions to notify 
Veterans Affairs. Office of 
Admissions and Records, at 
any time during the Quarter

there is evidence that the 


veteran is obviously not ac¬ 
tively pursuing the course of 
study An effort will be made 
to contact each delinquent 
student 




The Office of Admissions 
and Records will then notify 
the Veterans Administration 
of action taken if dropping of 
a course reduces the veteran's 
load below the level for which 
benefits are being received," 
the guildelines continue 




If a student has reason to 
disagree with the evaluation 
of the instructor, he may 
appeal to the head of the 
department offering the 
course and the dean of the 


college. Knoxville's plan says 
If further appeal is desired, 
the student may go to the Vice 
Chancellor for Academic 
Affairs, whose decision shall 
be final.

Approximately 220 fewer 
students enrolled for classes 
through UTM this spring than 
last spring, according to 
figures from Martha 
Williams, registrar 
Enrollment this year was as 
of Wednesday morning 4442. 
and Williams said she did not 
expect much variation 
from this figure in the final 
total enrollment Enrollment 
last Spring Quarter was 4664 
"We're down head count by 
222," Henry C Allison, dean of 
admissions and records, said 
Allison said he thought most of 
this decrease was in those 
students who enrolled at off- 
campus centers and that the 
number of fulltime equated 
students was about the same 
as last year 

He said he did not know why 
the enrollment was down, but 
said he was not greatly 
disturbed by it. 

Allison said enrollment went 
fairly smoothly this quarter 
except for the heavy rain on 
the first day and shuttle 
busses were available for the 
students during the rain. 

"It seemed awful slow to 
some people," Allison said H 
said he thought it went 
"mighty well” other than that. 
Allsion said he was ex¬ 
tremely pleased with the new 
computer drop-add used this 
quarter for the first time 
"ft eliminates a lot of the 
mechanical work associated 
with drop-add,” Allison 
commented. “It’s just a much 
quicker, smoother, more 
accurate way." 

Dr. Dewitt Stone, chairman 
of the committee studying the 
registration procedures at 
UTM said the committee 
decided in a meeting last 
Thursday that the data 
collected warranted the 
committee continuing its 
study. He said the committee 
decided changes were needed 
but had not voted on any 
particular changes 


Stone said George Jensen 
from UTR Knoxville has been 
invited to UTM to explain 
UTK's computer registration 
system to the committee, but 

this does not at all mean 
UTK's system will be adopted 
In a student opinions of 


registration poll taken by the 
committee almost 50 per cent 
of the students surveyed said 
that they thought problems 
exist and the procedure needs 
some revision to improve the 


present system Almost 50 per 
cent of the students said they 
thought they sometimes 
received satisfactory 
academic advising from their 
faculty advisors 
Various other questions also 
asked how serious the 
students thought different 
problems of registration were 
A faculty poll conducted 
earlier this quarter indicated 
that the faculty surveyed 
favored some kind of cardless 
i computeri registration.

Governor signs bill 
for three counties 


Tickets 
on sale 
April 19 


Tickets will go on sale April 
19 for the May performance of 
the Dinner Theatre, according 
to Billie Ann Pace, director of 
women's activities. 

"Life With Father" will be 
presented by Vanguard 
Theatre in the May per¬ 
formances.

Governor Ray Blanton 
signed into law a bill in March 
which allows students from 
Hickman. Graves, and Fulton 
counties in Kentucky to attend 
UTM without the payment of 
out-of-state fees 

The new law will save a full¬ 
time student from one of these 
counties $852 annually 

“We can now offer what we 
think is the finest un¬ 
dergraduate education 
program in this region to high 
school seniors just north of us 
as well as to students in 
surrounding Tennessee 
counties," Henry C. Allison, 
dean of admissions and 
records stated. 

Allison said UTM has 
already begun recruitment in 
these counties and each high 
school will be visited in these 
counties in the next few 
weeks. 

Allison said 17 students were 
enrolled at UTM from these 
three counties Winter Quarter 
and he is predicting 50 or more 
students will be enrolled from 
Fulton, Hickman, and Graves 
counties by next year. After 
this he expects there will be a 
gradual increase in 
enrollment from these 
counties. 

“We think we will get a 
large number (of students) 
from Fulton County and 
Fulton City (high schools), 
Allison said. He thinks the 
increase in enrollment from 
other areas in the three 


counties will vary with the 
distance they are located from 
the University 

“UT Martin has up to now 
been prevented from serving 
the college-age population in 
the full region around the 
campus," Chancellor Larry T. 
McGehee. stated. "UTM has 
served thousands of Ten¬ 
nesseans east, west, or south 
of the campus, but the high 
out-of-state fees have 
prevented UTM from serving 
many Kentuckians to the 
north for whom this is the 
nearest four-year institution.” 

Last year, Murray State 
University in Murray, Ken¬ 
tucky, opened its regional 
borders on the same basis, 
allowing residents in the 
Tennessee counties of Henry. 
Stewart, and Montgomery to 
enroll without paying out-of- 
state fees. 

“I feel the legislatures of 
both states deserve the 
region’s thanks for making 
this cooperative venture 
possible,” McGehee said. 
“Between the two institutions, 
college students from both 
Western Kentucky and North¬ 
western Tennessee can now 
find ample educational op¬ 
portunities in a rich variety of 
academic degree programs 
and at relatively low costs.” 

The bill was sponsored in 
the Tennessee House of 
Representatives by 
Representative Larry Bates of 
Martin and in the Senate by 
Senator Milton Hamilton.

Only students who will be 
enrolled in schools accredited 
by the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools are 
eligible for TSAC awards. 


Safety and Security has 
recently purchased a metal 
engraver, according to Ted 
Council, assistant director of 
Safety and Security. 

Council said this engraver 
was purchased as an aid to 
students, administrators, and 
faculty members in 
preventing the theft of their 
car or CB radios He said the 
engraver was located in the 
Safety and Security Office and 
that use by the students or 
others was free of charge He 
said each person could do his 
own engraving or he could 
have it done by anv 
officer on duty at the time. 

"We've been thinking about 
getting one of these machines 
for a long time," Council said 


Students who apply for the 
awards must submit a TSAC 
application blank and must 
also have an ACT statement 
sent to TSAC in which they 
indicate the number 4015 on 
their ACT statement. 

Fron said UTM students will 
also not be given full con¬ 
sideration for financial aid at 
UTM until they have filled out 
a Basic Education Oppor¬ 
tunity Grant form.

Freeman explained the 
process which the applicant 
must go through.

Appropriations for UTM 
to increase 8.5 per cent

An 1.5 per cent increase in 
fundi will be provided for 
UTM for the 1*76 77 academic 
year aa a result of the passage 
of the appropriations bill by 
the General Assembly and the 
signature of the bill by 
Governor Ray Blanton 
The 8 5 per cent increase is 
the increase for UTM 
originally recommended in 
the governor’s budget The 
governor recommended that 
UTM receive *561,000 more for 
1976-77 than they had for 1975 
76 The total funding provided 
will be *7,140.000 
Figures released by the 
Tennessee Higher Education 
Commission show that some 
institutions received as high 
as a 73.9 per cent increase in 
their budgets from this year 
“It seems to me that the 
money was allocated on who 
had the fastest growth rate," 
McGehee said. UTM, with its 
eight and one-half per cent 
increase, received one of the 
lowest increases in the slate 
“Even though we had a 
healthy (enrollment) increase 
it was low percentage wise 
compared to other cam¬ 
puses.” McGehee said. 

McGehee said that the in¬ 
dividual unit budgets at UTM 
had not yet been determined 
and that the University is 
presently studying fixed costs 
needs 

“By the time we give an 
average nine per cent wage 
increase the money is almost 
gone," he stated and added 
that the governor's budgel 
stipulated that an average 
nine per cent wage increase 
must be given to University 
employees He said the 
legislature specified that a 
nine per cent increase would 
be given on the first (8.000, but 
increases on salaries above

McGehee said he also hopes 
operating budgets can be 
given additional funding 
He mentioned the possibility 
of a one per cent increase in 
operating budgets 
"Because we haven't had 
operating money, a lot of the 
equipment has become ob¬ 
solete,” McGehee said. A 
survey conducted last quarter 
showed operating budgets 
went down 1.3 per cent in 
actual figures McGehee said 
the purchasing power of 
operating budgets had 


(100 to buy in 1971 it would now 
take (135 to buy 

McGehee said that the state 
did not, however, provide 
additional funding for provi¬ 
ding the dividers, goals, and 
seats for the new Physical 
Education Complex. He said it 
is presently being studied to 
install the dividers and goals 

'‘The dividers are so you can 
have six classrooms going at 
one time,” McGehee said 
“All we would really be 
without is the 12 or 13 home 
basketball games and com¬ 
mencement and we still have 
the other gym to have those 
in.” 

McGehee said all the 
Physical Education offices, 
both mqn's and women's, 
would be located in the new 
complex when it was com¬ 
pleted. He said a cost survey is 
presently being done to 


determine if the Old Gym can 
be used by ROTC 
“It will have to be used for 
something that can pretty well 
use the space provided," 
McGehee commented He said 
that all plans for the Old Gym 
were still very tentative 
McGehee said funds would 
also be increased for women's 
athletics next year 
"We are increasing the 
amount of money available to 
women s athletics by (20.000." 
McGee stated. Most of the 
money will be used for grants 
and aid in basketball and 
volleyball 

The Chancellor said no 
additional money was 
requested from other athletic 
areas, beyond what would 
normally go to athletics if fees 
go up and the housing budgel 
goes up 

McGehee said even with the 
funding provided by the State 
he hopes to be able to keep the 
student tee i increase-down to

initial responsibilities." 

Council mentioned a recent 
event in which Safety and 
Security was called in to in¬ 
vestigate a complaint He said 
that on March 13atl2:27a.m., 
the night of the Ozark 
Mountain Daredevil concert, 
his office received a call that a 
"pot party" was going on in a 
room in Ellington Hall. 
Authorization to search the 
room was granted by Dr. 
Phillip Watkins, vice- 
chancellor for undergraduate 
life. So Safety and Security 
officers entered the room, 
F301, and found no marijuana 
The resident of the room is 
Tony Frazier. Council said the 
following forms of alcohol, 
however, not marijuana, were 
confiscated from the room: 
two bottles of Bicardi rum, 
one pint of Vodka, and a half 
pint of Southern Comfort 
whiskey, and he said that all of 
these were without the Ten¬ 
nessee tax. He also named ten 
quarts of Busch beer being 
confiscated as well. 

“We're not sure how many 
people were in the room at the 
time," he said. “We made the 
confiscations and now the 
matter belongs to the 
University and not us. 

“This is an example, 
however, of how we took the 
authority to enter a dorm but 
it came as a result of a call 
from someone registering an 
official complaint." he con¬ 
tinued. 

Watkins stated that 
Undergraduate Life staff does 
help in disciplinary action in 
cases such as this, but that in 
in many cases the head 
residents are given the 
disciplinary power He said 
this was as true in this par¬ 
ticular case with Frazier 
"At some level we end up 
helping in a lot of disciplinary 
cases.” he said. "In general. I 
would have to say that the way 
things are being handled is 
relatively satisfactory.” 

Watkins was speaking of the 
"separation of power" bet 
ween the RA's and head 
residents and Safety and 
Security He felt it was 
beneficial that the students' 
needs be met the best way 
-possible and this seems to 
be one of the best ways to do so 
in this particular case 
“We don’t go looking for 
trouble," Jan Bissett, head 
resident of Atrium Hall, 
stated "If an RA sees 
someone with alcohol then this 
person is asked to get rid of it. 
The only way we know of an 
alcohol problem is by getting 
complaints We’re not real 
strict with the problem, but we 
certainly don't overlook it. 

"We take action only if it's 
brought to our attention,” she 
said "If we see it we do 
something about it. That's the 


rule. We know there is 
probably drinking inside the 
dorms but we take action only 
if it is brought to our at¬ 
tention." 

Chancellor Larry T. 
McGehee was complimentary 
of the way Housing and Safety 
and Security were working 
together with the problem jj e 
felt that RA's and head 
residents should have 
authority inside the dorms and 
that Safety and Security 
should enter only if requested 
to do so 

“This would be a disruptive 
influence,” he said 
"Uniforms patrolling the halls 
would be bad and besides, if 
there is drinking, it's being 
done in the rooms and not in 
the hallways. This 
automatically means there is 
no need for patrolling of the 
hallways to get to the alcohol, 
for if it is there, the officers 
would have to go into the 
rooms and this is not right for 
the student Patrolling of the 
rooms is simply not feasible."

Three students arrested 
by police for CB thefts

Three UTM students, Gary 
Campbell, Giles Craig, and 
1-ester Poston, were arrested 
March 12 by the Martin City 
Police Department for CB 
thefts, according to Police 
Chief Robert Benningfield 
Benningfield said that 
Campbell's car was stopped at 
the intersection of Olive and 
Oxford Streets Found inside 
Campbell's car were a total of 
fourteen CB radios, including 
those found alongside the 
street in ditches He said the 
car did belong to Campbell but 
Craig and Poston were 
arrested on charges of helping 
Campbell with the thefts.

Campbell, Craig, and 
Poston appeared in front of 
the April term Grand Jury 
Tuesday where Campbell was 
indicted on three counts of 
larceny, according to Charles 
Bell, circuit court clerk for 
Weakley County and also the 
records keeper for the 
General Sessions Court. He 
said Craig and Poston suf¬ 
fered no indictments but 
would have to appear at the 
arraignment this coming 
Monday along with Campbell 
At the arraignment Campbell 
will make his plea , to be 
followed by a trial as soon as a 
date is reached Bell said he 


was not sure of the actions on 
Craig and Poston. He said 
the Attorney General would 
decide on their cases Monday 
at the arraignment.
